On July 24. 1036, the Arkansas Dcm- 


locrat published an editorial regard- 
ing a street improvement disaster in 
Little Rock which could, and probably 
would, occur almost anywhere in Ark- 
ansas under the present improvement 
district law. But The Star doesn't 
mean to let it occur here if publicity 
can prevent it. 


Little Rock Dif-rtrict No. M4 unfortu- 


nately paid off its bonds before it in- 
quired into the delinquency. The dis- 
trict then turned around and sued the 
delinquents—but Judge Frank Dodge 
threw the suit out because the obli- 
gation of the whole district had been 
discharged. 


And then thp Democrat said edi- 


torially:

Which seems to be the only chance 
the former have of getting some 
of their money bnck.

Peterson, Danish emigrant, and coun- 
try editor, was administered the oath 
of office as Minnesota's 23d governor 
Monday, succeeding Floyd B. Olson, 
who died Saturday night of cancer. 


The late Governor Olson, who died 


at the Mayo clinic in Rochester, Minn., 
was the nation's only farmer-labor ex 
ccutivc. 


A Scandinavian who spoke Yiddish 


Fluently, and who was the only gov- 
ernor of Minnesota to rebuke the 
state's supreme court, was a self-sty- 
led radical. 


He dominated slate affairs as gov- 


ernor for six years, starling January 
1, 1931, winning three successive terms. 
His political creed made him thous- 
ands of bitter political foes, but many 
men who fought him in the political 
arena liked him personally and he 
was the only Farmer-Labor leader 
with whom the chiefs of other parlies 
would deal. 


In 1932 when Ihe legislature inves- 


tigated state highway contracts, the 
Minnesota supreme court's ruling on 
one phase of the case prompted Olson 
to "publicly rebuke" the tribunal in 
an address which was widely publi- 
cized. 


As governor he advocated and sign- 


ed laws imposing a state income tax,

In a novel called "The Magic Moun- 


tain." Thomas Mann presents a fine 
picture of the state of mind and the 
character of people who have tuber- 
culosis. 


Doctors have known for years that 


various diseases have different effects 
upon the minds arid dispositions of the 
persons concerned. For instance, there 
is a definite depression that follows a 
severe attack of influenza. 


There is a form of lying and deceit 


invariably associated with addiction 
to various narcotic drugs. There is a 
dullness and tiredness associated with 
•Infestation with the hookworm. 


The mental state of a person with 


tuberculosis is likely to vary accord- 
ing to the activity of the disease. 
Robert Louis Stevenson, the famous 
author, was himself a sufferer with 
tuberculosis, and in "Treasure Island" 
he reflects to a considerable extent the 
manner in which the disease affected 
him. 


In a recent consideration of the sub- 


ject, a British specialist, C. G. Lea- 
royd. says there is one characteristic 
of the person with tuberculosis which 
is especially noteworthy—namely, that 
all this normal attributes are accen- 
tuated. Thus, the person who is gen- 
erous becomes more generous; those 
who are cheerful become more cheer- 
ful. 


There is a form of mental disease 


called general paresis which has sim- 
ilar effects. The person who becomes 
insane with that condition, sometimes 
.called softening of the grain, greatly 
.exaggerates all his normal attributes. 
Those who are- melancholy 
become 


:terribly depressed; and those who are 


i optimistic develop extraordinary cle- 
| Uisinns of grandeur. 


In the old days when tuberculosis 


was not as well controlled as it is now. 
the tuberculosis person who developed 
a fever became almost evangelistic in 
character, fiery, active, and pressing 
in all his affairs. More recently, since 
the person with tuberculosis is better 
controlled, this type of case is seen 
less frequently. 


It used to be thought that the per- 


son with tuberculosis was likely to 
be much more interested than the 
normal person in sex and sex life. 
Now it is recognized that these effects 
were due to the excess stimulation | 
that came from the poison of the germ 
of tuberculosis, and such cases are 
not seen with the frequency in which 
they appeared in the past. 


Sometimes it is thought, also, that 


the person who is tuberculous is ex- 
ceedingly cantankerous, cynical, or 
mean, and that this condition is asso- 
ciated particularly with that disease. 
There is not the slightest reason for 
believing that there is such a char-; 
acteristic. 


When it is considered that the per- 


son with tuberculosis may be a young 
man or woman whose life and career 
are shattered, whose disappointment in 
love or the desire for marriage may 
be complete, who has to leave a nor- 
mal life and undertake an entirely 
new existence, it should not be sur- 
prising that occasionally these people 
will exhibit signs of irritation or de- 
pression.

Soil Conservation 


Saves Reservoirs 


Excessive S i l t i n g Ruins 


Capacity of Power, Irri- 


gation Dams 


Water nnd power reservoirs in many 


parts of the country, representing sev- 
eral billions of dollars in investments, 
are being endangered 
by excessive 


silling, according to the Soil Conser- 
vation Service, in a new bulletin, 
"Silt-ing of Reservoirs." just issued 
by the Department 
of 
Agriculture. 


Cleaning n reservoir, the bulletin em- 
phasizes, is usually too expensive and 
the only way out is to stop erosion 
and kep out the mud. 


The problem of protecting these res- 


ervoirs from destructive silting goes 
hand in hand with the problem of sav- 
ing farm and range lands from ruin 
by uncontrolled soil erosion, accord-, 
ing to Henry M. Eakin, in charge of 
Sedimentation and Hydraulic Studies 
for the Soil Conservation Service, au- 
thor of the bulletin. 
V 


The main reliance 
for permanent 


conservation of reservoir resources, he 
says, must be found in the control of 
silt production at its primary sources 
—in the fields, pastures nnd watershed 
area behind the reservoir. This can 
be clone, according to Eakin, by more 
widespread and effective application 


of established erosion control methods. 


Information presented in the new 


bulletin is based upon studies of 25 
reservoirs throughout the country, and 
represents the beginning of the first 
nationwide survey of this kind. Stud- 
ies will be made of additional reser- 
voirs, to find out how silting can be 
reduced. 


Mr. Eakin points out that although 


certain supplementary practices of de- 
bris -disposal may be 
employed 
to 


g u a r d 
reservoir 
storage 
capacity 


against silting, they are generally sub- 
ject to prohibitive difficulties and lim- 
itations. He also states that hydraulic 
dredging and the mechanical removal 
of silt from reservoirs would generally 
cost from 5 to 50 times as much as the 
original investment.

the Rhine" were guests of the 


mayor of Strasbourg one evening 
in 1792, when the'mayor deplored 
the lack of a good song for their 
unit. That night one of the men, 
Capt. Claude-Joseph Rouget de 
L'Isle, set down the words and 
music of what has become the na- 
tional song of France—the Mar- 
seillaise. 
First written as the 


"War Song for the Army of the 
Rhine," it received its present title 
from the 600 men from Marseilles, 
"who knew how to die." 


Four months after composing 


the song, De L'Isle was retired for 
not obeying a decree of the Na^- 
tional Assembly 
But he soon re- 


turned. In 1793, when the people 
rebelled, he was imprisoned until 
a 
new revolutionary assembly 


came into power. In 1796 he re- 
tired, and Louis Phillipe, his com- 


r a d e in the 
A r m y of the 
Rhine at Stras- 
bourg, gave him 
a pension.
